141(i and 1418 Chestnut street, 
completely gutted that structure, destroy- 
ed the adjoining building of the American 
Baptist Publication Society and badly- 
damaged the upper stories of the -Lafay- 
ette Hotel, just across Sansom street in 
the rear. The "tore of Homer, f* Bou- 
tillier & Co., was smashed by a falling 
wall, and the Union League was scorched 
by the flames, while a portion of the old 
Wistar mansion, Xo.

The loss- 
es are fully covered by insurance 
The 


fire burned steadily for five hours and 
four alarms were struck, and 20 engines, 
seven trucks, the water tower and two 
chemical engines-responded. 


NEW YORK REPITILIC \SS. 


A meeting was held at the Madison 


Square Music Hall, Xew York city, last 
Wednesday week, by the committee <>f 
five hundred who are opposed to Thomas 
C. Platt, the report o£ the committee 
o£ twenty-five appointed "to investigate 
the alleged frauds in the Republican en- 
rollment in that city and the validity of 
the present county organization," was 
read. It gives a list of the Assembly 
districts iu which they allege the enroll- 
ment has been padded to the extent of 
2-5,000 names out of a total of 77,000, 
and adds:

ment of the Vicksburg National Military 
Piirk, where the principal operations of 
the war in and around that city were 
carried on, has been reported to the 
House by Representative Bishop, of 
Michigan, from the military affairs com- 
mittee. The 
whole amount of land 


covers about 1,200 acres, the cost of 
which is not to exceed loO 000. 
The 


$2-5,000 additional which the bill proposes 
to appropriate will be used in making 
accurate surveys of the various lines of 
both tue Union and Confederate armies, 
building roads, clearing the grounds, and 
so far as possible in restoring the various 
forts, redoubts and entrenchments con- 
nected with that memorable seige. 


The entire plan and scope of the bill 


follows very closely upon that adopted 
in the establishment of the Chickamauga 
Piirk, except that the cost will be only a 
fraction of the amount devoted to the 
Chickamauga Held. Four of our great 
battlefields, 
Gettysburg, 
Antietam, 


Chickamauga and Shiloh, says the ac- 
companying committee report, have by 
Congressional enactment been dedicated 
as National Parks, as they had before 
been consecrated by the best blood of 
ihe American jouth in both aimies. 


The importance of the campaign and 


siege of Vicksburg is not infeiior to any 
of the fields now dedicated. The siege 
aud the operations connected therewith 
were participated in by troops from the 
following States : Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, Florida, Illinois, Indiana. lo*a, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Mississippi, Missouri, New Hamp- 
shire, New York.

The regular fall meeting of the San 


Antonio, Texas, Jockey Club sees the 
coming in of the cattlemen in droves, 
even as the latter's own horned beasts 
seek the water holes in a dry season, for 
the cattleman loves a pood horse and a 
square race with a love that defies both 
time and misfortune. 


How, 
according to the stockman's 


standard, which estimates a man by his 
good fellowship, liis acres and the num- 
ber oi his cows, Buck Patterson is a 
ver; big man, indeed, and Buck never 
fails to attend races. A season or two 
ago tlie great attraction of the Jockey 
Club meet was the black pacer, Joe 
Patchen, a quiet, level-headed horse, 
who could get over more ground at one 
straddle, in quicker time, than has ever 
been seen in the Southwest. Hence 
when this horse covered a full mile, 
twice around San Antonio's half-mile 
track, in 2 OS, there was wild enthu- 
siasm, and the Northern visitor's ears 
rang again with the high keyed treble of 
the rebel yell.

"i was a stout, thick-uecked bull of a 


boy then, aud, like all young fools, had 
an idea that there wasn't nothin' in the 
critter line what had hoofs or hair that 
I couldn't ride, and with a slug or two 
of bust head whisky in me, I wouldn't 
a barred them what had claws neither. 


"All through that country there was 


lots of wild mustangs running loose in 
droves, and they was a mighty big 
nuisance, too, for they would call our 
ponies off with them, and a tame pony, 
what joins a wild bunch, is a heap wilder 
than any of 'em, bein' a sure loss to his 
owner forever. There was one special 
bunch of these mustangs, and their king 
was a white stallion. He was the white- 
est thing I ever saw, and I've seen snow 
on a Mountain in June, too. But there 
was something about him that beat his 
white color for queerness. He was a 
pacer. He never done anything but 
pace, i'et he was always ahead of his 
bunch, no difference ho»' bad they was 
skeered, or how fast they was runnin'— 
him a-pacin' all the time, too.

I turned, made a break for the openin', 
got there, jumped, caught the overhead 
bar and tried to pull myself up, my long 
legs a swingin' down below like a pair 
of stretched out tongs. By ginger I He 
come a nyin' and run right atwixt my 
legs. 
I never knowed till then the 


quickness of a man's thinker. That 
white streak went so fast under me 
there ain't no split second timer in the 
world fine enough to catch it. Yet 
endurin' that little prazzle of a piece of 
a second, I thinks, makes up my mind 
and acts. Thinks [, 'I'll ride you now, 
d—n you.' I dropped, and lit right 
Atraddle of him just where the saddle 
fits an every days boss. 


"I twined my fingers in his mane, 


socked my feet under his belly and 
braced myself, for I expected to feel the 
most topliftical pitchin' and carry in' on 
there ever was. But nary a pitch he 
pitched, nary a jump he jumped. He 
sorter squatted a little, and he lit ought 
straight as a section line, just a pacin', 
smooth as a rockin' chair, but fasti 
My I There ain't been no fast gain' 
since the day old John got there Grot, 
before the other fellers, by hard driving. 
It was so fast it would a took two men 
a quarter of a mile apart to tell about it. 
One to say: 'Here be comes.' T'other 
to say: 'There he goes.' I heard a yell 
back of me and kinder walled my eyes 
around. Here come all the boys on 
their ponies a givin' them the quirt at 
every jump. Them ponies could run 
some, too, but it was like a lame terra- 
pin cbasin' a skeered rabbit. We gain- 
ed every jump. The yellin' grow'd 


fainter and fainter and then 1 heard 
nothin' but the wind a zooin' in my 
ears. I had long curly hair in them 
days, and it was blowed out so straight 
there's been nary a kink in it down to 
this day. Been straight as a mule's 
roached mane ever since. It was the 
easiet, smoothest ridin' mortal man ever 
nd and a durned sight the fastest. 


"We passed bunches of cattle grazin' 


and they looked like long red and white 
streaks. Past buzzards and birds llyin' 
the way we was goin', and I never was 
on a railroad train what did that. 
When we come to a ditch or draw, he 
just riz right up, pacin' in the air I 
believe as I'm a livin' sinner, for he lit 
a pacin' on the other side. We was cut- 
tin' due north right across the prairie.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINOTOI-, Feb. 6,1896. 


Editors of Compiler: 


Democratic Senator* are proving tfce 


truth of the adage, that "There are 
more ways to kill a dog than by banging," 
by forgetting, or at least laying aside 
their financial differences, and working 
together for the purpose of killing the 
House tariff bill; and, whether they suc- 
ceed or not, they have already badly 
frightened the Republicans. They have 
succeeded, aided by the vote of Senator 
Jones, of Xavada, in getting a free coin- 
age substitute for the House tariff bill 
reported from the Finance committee, 
and that is the weapon they intead to 
use to thump the life out of the tariff 
bill. Upon a direct vote of the Senate it 
would require the combined vote of all 
the Democrats and Populists to make a 
majority of one over 44 Republicans, who 
are apparently united in defense of the 
tariff bill, and it is doubtful if the votes 
of all the Populists can be bad against 
the tariff bill. But there are other ways 
of accomplishing legislative ends besides 
direct votes, and the Democratic side of 
the Senate is especially strong in skilled 
parliamentarians. 


Publicly the Republicans all pretoml 


to believe that Mr. Harrison's letter ->n- 
tirely removes him from the contest for 
the Republican Presidential nomination. 
This is especially true of the supporters 
of other candidates, who are rather over 
doing the thing in their anxiety to con- 
vince the Harrison people that their 
man is out for good and all. But pri- 
vately nine Uepablicans out of ten will 
admit that they consider the letter ab- 
solutely meaningless, and that it leaves 
Mr. Harrison just where he was before 
it was written. Weeks ago it was given 
out by Mr. Harrison's fiiends that his 
name would not be formally presented 
to the convection by the Indiana delega- 
tion, but might be sprung upon the con- 
vention or if there was anything like a 
deadlock, in the interest of party har- 
mony. Mr. Harrison's letter confirms 
the first part of that statement, and says 
nothing else. In short, Mr. Harrison's 
letter is thought to mean merely that he 
declines to enter the general scramble, 
when the chances would be against his 
winning ; but he is just as willing to be 
the candidate as ever. 


The fight made on the appropriations 


for the Catholic charitable institutions 
in Washington, in the House this week, 
may not have been of itself a thing of 
national importance, but it will be heard 
from, inasmuch as _t brought out the 
fact that many Republican members of 
the House uere. while claiming to be 
lighting sectarianism, in reality merely 
acting as agents for the A. P. A. They 
got so mixed up that they defeated the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill; 
the first time such a thing ever happen- 
ed in the House. The vote was after- 
ward reconsidered and the bill sent back 
to committee. 


Ex-Congressman H-ndricks. of X. 


Y., who was in Washington this week, 
said when asked what he thought of the 
condition of the Democratic party: "Oh, 
Democracy is all right; that is to say, 
its cardinal principles are correct and 
sure to endure. The root of the tree is 
live and healthy, but some excrescences 
have developed in tho top that need lop- 
ping off. The party will get back in 
the old conservative channels in a short 
time."

A CHA.MiiERsiitTKa dispatch says: Judge 


John Stewart, of Franklin county, has 
handed down a new and important inter- 
pretation of the liquor license laws in this 
state, which differs materially from the law 
aa laid down by the license courts in Phila- 
delphia.

The court cannot make the order to close 
at a specified time, and could not enforce 
the order if it were made.

Farm Topics Discussed. 


Siiclal On,.«(!<>„. Kffl-ctlug the 
Furmer 


Wyfflent)—rertilizuri— General nclnitt;*. 


The Adams County Farmers' Associa- 


tion met in the Court room last ^aturday 
and questions of general interest to farm- 
ers were discussed. 


In 
his inaugural 
address President 


Forney said that the purpose of the 
Farmers' Association it to 
benefit the 


members by tlie disc.ission of topics of 
interest, and suggested a wider range of 
investigation hereaftur. 
He said that the 


social difficulties 
under which 
we are 


laboring, are tlie result of some under- 
lying principle, and jsprjke of individual 
competition and lh» urn-eat now existing, 
ile thought it to be the desire of the 
people to be free from these restraint", 
and equal. 
When one man, he "-aid. is 


allowed to get and have- more than hi" 
fair share of t,ht world's goods a spirit of 
envy is apt to ari^e and discontent must 
t>e 
the consequence. 
He was of 
the 


opinion that it H the duty of the Govern- 
ment to educate the people only so far as 
is necessary to pr,; erve the country and 
thought that compulsory occupation would 
produce more good 
than compulsory 


education. He referred to the fact tha't 
there are loss financial failures 
among 


farmers than with any other class of men, 
because farmers are" more honest than 
other people. He recommended reading 
the writing" of Eflrnund 
Burke. 
He 


believes in the association of farmer! for 
the4 discussion of questions relating to 
their business and for their benefit, in 
working together for a common end. 


On request the president read an extract 


from Ammnin (;,:,;lfn<wj, in which it was 
etated that the best remedy for potato 
scab is obtained by drilling in 800 pounds 
of flour of sulphur per acre. .Soaking the 
seed in corosive sublimate was also itated 
to be an excellent preventive. 


"Water a? a fertilizer," was the subject 


of a very interesting address by C. L. 
Longsdort. He advocated deep plowing, 
thorough pulverization of the mil and 
frequent stirring of the surface to hold the 
moisture, and recommended working the 
soil early before the moisture had already 
escaped. The more fertilizer applied, he 
said, the more moisture will be required 
to derive the greatest profit 
In dry 


seasons this moisture is to be obtained by 
frequent 
stirring the 
surface. 
Cyrus 


Greist said that he prefered shallow plow- 
ing. 
J. F. Waybright, Theo. McAllister, 


A. M. Waybright 
and 
P. L. Ilouck, 


believed in deep plowing. 
Dr. Menges 


advocated deep plowing, from a scientific 
standpoint, and thorough cultivation to 
utilize moisture stored awav down in the 
subsoil. 


Dr. J. Grayson Stover, of B"ndersvil!e, 


spoke on "Hygiene on tlie Farm." He 
spoke of hygiene in the various occu pa- 
lions, and said that farming was generally 
a healthful occupation as compared with 
many others. 
He spoke of the effect of 


atmospherical conditions on health and 
referred to want of fresh air in our crowd- 
ed school rooms. Sewerage and drainage 
received ins attention. 
Ife recommended 


taking excellent care of domestic animals, 
riving them pure air to breath and care- 
:ul, judicious attention. 
He spoke of fire- 


places as being good ventilators. Spring 
water he believed to be generally better 
ihun that found in wells or cisterns, be- 
cause spring water comes directly from 
the deeper recesses of the earth, where 
purity is more apt to be found, having 
al.=o some mineral, medicinal constituents. 
The dairy must be kept clean and health- 
ful, for disease is often carried in milk. 


Dr. Stover's assertion as to the probable 


cause of various fevers, was discussed at 
some length by a number of gentlemen- 
President 
Forney, Dr. 
Menges, 
Mr. 


l/ongsdorff and Dr. Goldsboroiigh. It was 
the common opinion that oftentimes we 
cannot tell by what means the fevers are 
produced, nor how transmitted from one 
person to another. 


The relation of education to the business 


of farming was debated. 
The meeting 


throughout was interesting. 


Regular Council Meeting. 


The regular February meeting of Town 


Council, on Tuesday evening, was attend- 
ed by all the members except Mr. Trestle, 
President Wolf in the chair. 


Wm. Arch. McClean, Esq., represent- 


ing 
sixty-four 
petitioners 
appear- 


ed on 
behalf of his 
clients and re- 


.quested the evacuation of that portion of 
the alley, known aa the "White alley," 
180 feet south from Breckenridge street, 
to the alley parallel with Breckenridge 
street, through a vacant portion of the 
White property. 
Mr. Troxel said this 


part of the alley was useless and moved 
the repeal of that portion as asked by the 
petitioners; seconded by Mr. Rupp. Mr. 
Ridinger strongly opposed this action, and 
Mr. McClean explained that the alley as 
proposed would cut off a strip from the 
White property, 3 feet 9 inches in width, 
which would be of no practical use to any 
one but Mr. Ridinger, as it adjoins his lot. 
At the suggestion of Borough Attorney 
Hersh, Mr. Troxel withdrew bis motion 
and offered a resolution that the Ordinance 
committee be instructed to draw up an 
Ordinance vacating ths part in question, 
which carried. 


Councilman Meals then offered 
his 


resignation in writing, which was read by 
the President. Mr. Troxel said he hoped 
the member would withdraw the paper, 
as he was one of the most active and con- 
scientious members, and was so considered 
by citizens generally, irrespective of party. 
The speaker said, "if 
we accept this 


resignation we would be doing the citizens 
an act of the greatest injustice. I think 
when we have a man like Mr. Meals we 
should keep him." 
He then moved i,hat 


the matter of the resignation be tabli 1 
indefinately. 
Mr. Meals replied that 


if his wishes were respected the resigna- 
tion would be acted on and at once ac- 
cepted. Mr. Rupp moved that the res- 
ignation be accepted.

The President read a letter from 
Cor- 


poral Skeliy Post, G. A. R., in which they 
declined to relinquish their claims to the 
county monument site in the Diamond. 
Mr. Minnigh spoke on the subject of the 
time which had elapsed since the granting 
of the site by Council Home years ago. 
Mr. Troxel said he had seen members of 
the Post, who referred 
to the Act of 


Assembly recently passed, which em- 
powered the County Commissioners, upon 
a petition of over fifty citizens of the 
county, approved by two Grand Juries 
and by the Court, to erect a Soldier's 
monument, and, 
as a 
movement was 


already under way for the accomphali- 
ment of this purpose, under no circum- 
stances would the Post relinquish their 
rights. 
The original action of Council 


was referred to, and, as no time was then 
fixed, the matter went by default. 


Mr. Ridinger reported on the Spangler

Taking Care of Poultry. 
It is impossible to lay down stric 


rules for feeding hens. No two requir 
exactly tie same quality, one need 
more food than her companion, whil 
perhaps a third would do better upon 
lees. Those of the larger breeds, as th 
Cochins and Brahmas, need more fooc 
thaii the Leghorns or Minorcas, just as 
a large horse or a cow requires a large 
ration than a smaller animal, in order U 
repair the natural wastes of the system 
and build up tbe tissues of the body. A 
layin ben, too, needs more to eat than 
one that is not laying; yet in feeding a 
flock all have the same opportunity and 
that is one reason why some hens ge 
too fat. Appetites also differ and vary 
with poultry the same as human beings 
nor is the ;ippetite of each individual the 
same, da> after day. A hen will 
greedily of one Kind of grain to-day am 
utterly refuse it to-morrow, substituting 
something in its stead perhaps, for in 
stinct teaches her to endeavor to balance 
her ration if possible. 


If one wishes to kuow exectly how 


much will satisfj a special flock, thi 
only way i« to offer a generous quantity 
and after the hens have eaten all the; 
wish, deduct the quantity left over from 
tbe quantity given. This will be 
guide to future feeding, but not an in 
lallible one, for, as remarked before, the 
appetite is variable. Hens will also ea' 
twice as much of a new food as they 
will have after having had it for soon 
time. 


The fact that bens are scrutinies given 


to producing soft-shelled eggs prove that 
the hens have been fed too liberally 
Eggs with a double yelk, sometimes 
found separate and again united, show 
that the hens are slightly out of con- 
dition from overfeeding. They are get- 
ting too fat. It also proves that the 
hens need more lime in a soluble form 
A change of food is advisable. The 
warra breakfast of bran, mixed with 
meat, could not be improved upon, Dut 
they should not be allowed enough of 
this fully to satisfy the appetite. To 
give chickens as much as they want to 
eat at the morning meal takes away all 
incentive to exercise, makes them lazy 
and sluggish, and the next thing they 
are all sick. So give them about half as 
much breakfast as they want, that they 
may feel the necessity of being on the 
alert for another morsel. 


Two meals a day these short days are 


really enough; so feed them sparingly 
between times. 


Instead of scattering wheat in litter 


for the hens to scratch u" .,, use some 
smaller grain, as millet seed. 
And 


whatever green food be allowed had 
best be given at mid-day. 


For the evening meal it would be well 


for a while to substitute Oi.ts for wheat. 
Oats are really among the best of egg 
foods. Hens are not liable to become 
overfat when fed upon oats, because 
they lay so macy eggs. Still, a variety 
is always advantageous, and wheat will 
always hold a prominent place in the 
list of egg foods. 


The question whether it is necessary 


to feed corn at all to hens for beat re- 
sults depends upon the climate and upon 
the way hens are kept. Even in winter, 
howev-ur, when warmly sheltered at night 
and comfortably housed during all in- 
clement weather by day, hens may be just 
as well off without corn as with it, if al- 
lowed a suitable variety of other whole- 
some foods; but if little attention be 
paid to providing proper foods or a good 
shelter, as is but too frequently the case 
with farmer's flocks, by all means give! 
the hen» one good meal a day of whole 
sound corn. Let them have the corn 
the last thing at night; it will keep the 
poor shivering bodies warm, for like as 
not no shelter is provided to protect 
them from the biting- winter's wind. 
And while no one insists that corn is 
indispensable to egg production, yet 
when used it aids materially in the com- 
position of the yelk of the egg. It is the 
heat-producing quality of corn that 
makes it of sunh value as a winter too 
for poultry as well as for other kinds o 
live-stock.

DEVELOPMENT OF 


THE HORSE. 


Owing to such a variety, and from so 


many different countries as the origi- 
nals came from, in making up the horses 
of the present day in America, it has 
been impossible to create a single homo- 
geneous breed, that could, with any pro- 
priety, be called American. We must, 
therefore, take them as they are known 
under their present names, and improve 
each class by itself in the best manner 
to adapt them to tbe parpose for which 
they may be required. This can be done, 
first, by the use of judicious selections 
from those now in America: and, second, 
by taking crosses from foreign horses 
which are superior in some points to our 
own, which we wish to improve. By 
these methods we should, in process of 
time, come to as near perfection as is 
attainable, and in a cheap and rapid 
way. Such a course would be attended 
with a generally increased advantage to 
the public, and add much to the beauty 
of the animals, and when offered for 
sale, an increased price for them would 
be easily obtainable without an increased 
cost of rearing. 


The Spaniards were the first to intro- 


duce horses into America, which was 
donem theirearliest settlements. 
These 


were undoubtedly descendants of the 
Barbii, brought over to Spain from Mo- 
rocco by the Moors, when making their 
conquests in that kingdom. They were 
cognates of the Arabians, and quite like 
them in all respects, except being slignt- 
ly larger in size ami stouter in build. 
They multiplied rapidly here in this 
genial climate, and on the abundant 
nutritious arises. Soon exceeding the 
requirements of the settlers, the surplus 
animals were turned out to breed wild 
on the vast plains, extendine in great 
length on each side of the Audes Moun- 
tains. Here they became so numerous 
as to be of no value bpyond their hides, 
and were then killed by the thousands 
for these, to be shipped off and sent 
abroad to be converted into leather, and 
for other purposes. Thia stock is now 
well spread over South and Central 
America, into Mexico and Texas, with a 
scattering along the Northwestern Coast 
up to and beyond California. 
There, 


horses vary in size, from thirteen-hand 
ponies, up to fifteen hands or more, of a 
servicable sort for all kinds of work, and 
especially for that under the saddle. 
They show a free, easy action, sufficient- 
ly fast for all ordinary purposes, and 
possessed of good constitution, hardy 
and enduring. 


The next horses introduced into 


America were by the French, in th» com- 
mencement of their settlement of Cana- 
da. These also were much like the 
Spanish, though somewhat stronger and 
of a little heavier build. The winter 
climate there is too cold for horses to 
run out wild to breed as in South Amer- 
ica, and they consequently have increased 
but little beyond the wants of the set- 
tlers. The stock descended from them 
have proved extra hardy and sound ; 
maty excel as trotters, and are conse- 
quently good roadsters. The use of 
them is increasing for light work, here- 
tofore given to larger horses. It is 
found now that such work can be more 
cheaply done by ponies, and they cost 
less, as they can he reared on short 
pastures where laige horses would starve. 
But the latter of a good class were bred 
to advantage by the farmers, and are 
yet used for the heavier work. Small, 
promiscuous importations of horsis oc- 
casionally followed the foregoing, while 
the farmers continued their a-.jnual 
breeding at home, but this was too gen- 
erally done at haphazard, and often from 
old mares worn out with work, and 
totally unfit to breed and mature vigor- 
cm-colts, but they ignorantly thought 
the contrary, and have so continued in 
their error. The main thing which has 
governed them in the selection of a stal- 
lion, was the amount of his fee. They 
regarded not the pedigree, nor the supe- 
rior powers and inake-np. If he was 
only toleiablv good-looking, and very 
cheap, that was sufficiently satisfactory. 
What result could one expect from such 
a course ? Why, nothing but horses too 
often not worth the cost of their rear- 
ing. But there were many exceptions, 
and the general farming stock reared in 
America has been fairly good. 


The most valuable horses used in 


America for the improvement of the 
coach and trotting stock, were Messen- 
ger and Marabrino, imported from Eng- 
land. Within the past fifty years the 
form and style, as well as the pace of 
the trotting horse, has been greatly im- 
proved. These early breeders cared less 
for looks than for pace, aiid the main 
question with them was: IIo* fast can 
he go ? Now, a fine form must be cou- 
pled with a fast pace. The latter, as a 
general thing has marvelous!)- increased 
from a mile in three minutes to two 
minutes and a few seconds, and many 
are sanguine that a few years hence the 
mile will be done in two minutes. The 
general public will never care to ride so 
fast a pace, and the chief object in breed- 
ing a horse up to it, is to render him 
more certain, when crossed on common 
mares, to increase the pace of his off- 
spring, it being desirable to obtain a 
natural easy gait from them of eight to 
ten miles within the hour, and. if obliged 
at any time to be pushed, this may be 
increased to twelve or thirteen miles for 
a short time without distress to the 
horse. 


For twenty years, or more, past, the 


larger European breeds have come into 
unexpected favor in America, for they 
are now much more than ever before 
wanted for heavy farm work, city truck- 
age, raining, quarrying, and lumbering. 
Considerable numbers have been im- 
ported, and, aside from being used for 
this heavy work, they are carefully bred 
together here male, and female, each in 
its own distinct class. The stallions are 
also numerously bred to our largest 
mares, and their progeny are turning out 
well, for the heaviest kind of work car- 
ried on in the country. They can be 
advantageously put to this a year young- 
er than common stock, owing to their 
greater strength. This is a considerable 
extra advantage in rearing them, and 
often pays the cost up to three years old, 
when they can be sold at a high price, or 
turned out to heavy work, without dan- 
ger of over-straining.—A. B. Allen, in 
the American Agriculturist.

While the following will apply to fruit 


of all kinds, it ia specially effective with 
the strawberry. There is no other fruit 
so susceptible to improvement, and none 
ao variable and liable to rundown under 
neglect. 


To improve them, one should follow 


the course pursued by successful breed- 
ers of fine stock and poultry-breed up 
by selecting the most perfect individuals 
to raise from. Just before the berries 
ripen, go yourself over the best rows of 
each variety and carefully select young 
plants conspicuous for vigor, earliness 
(if earliness is of value to you), produc- 
tiveness, and general excellence and sym- 
metry of fruit. Pullall fruitand blooms 
from these plants at once. Then, with 
a garden trowel, remove as large a clod 
as practicable, containing the plant, and 
set in rich soil well prepared, each varie- 
ty separate, of course. From these, well 
cultivated, raise plant s to set your young 
fields the coming year, and from the 
fields thus set again likewise select the 
best, and so on forever. 


The good effects of this plan will soon 


be manifest. It cannot change bad va- 
rieties into good ones, but it will surely 
make good varieties better.
